Although little can be ascertained 
at this tim e as to the extent of the* dam ­ 
age dona by the freeze Thursday night 
to the* fVuit of the county, yet many 
grow ers are of the opinion that practi­ 
cally no harm was done in commer­ 
cial apple orchards. 
However it is 
generally thought that peaches, apri­ 
cots, cherries and possibly some early 
apples were damaged by the freez­ 
ing tem peratures. 
From every section of the fruit belt 
come 
reports of 
freezing 
tem pera­ 
tures but the air was dry and accom­ 
panied by a little wind, the lowest 
readings of the therm om eter 
being 
made shortly before daylight and then, 
it is said, in some sections, the feezing 
tem perature, was of short duration, so 
that grow ers in those sections of the 
county are hopeful (fiat little damage 
was clone to their crops. 


The situation is rendered far more 
critical today, it has been pointed out, 
owing to the snow storm , that is gene­ 
ral throughout this section. 
Should 
this be followed by freezing tem pera­ 
tures* then serious dam age is expected 
Peach grow ers on the other side of the 
moutain,
